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FIRE  WEATHER 


The  1977  fire  season  started 
with  extreme  drought  conditions 
existing  in  many  parts  of  the 
nation.  Below  normal  snowpack 
and  rainfall  in  the  early 
months  of  the  year  caused  the 
season  to  start  earlier  than 
usual .  The  drought  severity 
index  maps  show  the  pattern 
existing  at  key  times  during 
the  year.  Precipitation, 
beginning  in  late  August  over 
much  of  the  drought  stricken 
area,  brought  the  1977  fire 
season  to  its  normal  close.

ATTAINMENT 

In  1977,  97  percent  of  all  fires  were  controlled  at  10  acres  or  less  in  size  on  200.9 
million  acres  of  Forest  Service  protected  lands.  Less  than  one  percent  burned  300  or 
more  acres  each.  These  accounted  for  approximately  89  percent  of  the  burned  acreage. 
In  the  same  year,  wildland  fires  burned  2.2  acres  for  each  1,000  acres  protected  by 
the  Forest  Service.

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COOPERATIVE  EFFORTS 


Interagency  cooperation  continues  to  increase  during  1977.  Forest  Service 
units.  States,  counties,  and  other  Federal  Agencies  cooperated  to  increase 
suppression  and  presuppression  effectiveness.  Examples  of  the  efforts  are: 

•  The  Colorado  Interagency  Wildfire  Coordinating  Group  began  functioning 
effectively  to  cooperate  in  all  facets  of  the  fire  management  job  on 
an  interagency  basis. 

•  Trainees  from  the  Colorado  BLM,  Colorado  State  Forest  Service,  and 
the  USDA  Forest  Service  attended  the  Advanced  Fire  Prevention  train¬ 
ing  course.  Objectives  were  drafted  and  target  dates  set  for  the 
development  and  implementation  of  an  Interagency  Fire  Prevention 
Plan  for  the  Front  Range  in  Colorado. 

•  A  multiagency  fire  prevention  program  was  started  in  Arizona.  The 
Arizona  State  Forester  coordinated  the  efforts  of  the  State  of  Arizona, 
Forest  Service,  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  Bureau  of  Land  Management, 
and  National  Park  Service  in  initiating  common  fire  and  smoking 
restrictions  throughout  the  state. 

•  The  Dixie  National  Forest  joined  with  the  Cedar  City  District  of  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management  to  combine  dispatching  personnel  and 
facilities.  Both  agencies  now  use  the  Dixie  National  Forest  facilities 
for  dispatching  and  for  installation  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management 
Automatic  Lightning  Detection  System. 

•  Operations  of  joint  dispatch  centers,  warehouses,  etc.  are  continuing 
in  California.  Cooperation  and  efficiency  are  continuing  to  improve. 

•  Using  the  closest  forces  concept,  the  State  of  Oregon  took  initial 
action  on  nine  fires  on  the  Malheur  National  Forest.  The  Malheur 
took  initial  aciton  on  ten  State  fires.  There  was  a  mixing  of  crews 
and  equipment  involved  in  suppression  action  on  other  fires. 

•  In  Texas  the  National  Park  Service  manned  Knoxville  Air  Tanker  Base 
for  mutual  attack  support  under  a  cooperative  agreement  for  Forest 
Service,  National  Park  Service  and  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs. 

•  Under  cooperative  agreement,  the  State  of  Vermont  provided  all 
aerial  detection  for  the  Green  Mountain  Forest  and  is  protecting 
4,230  acres  of  National  Forest  land.  During  1977,  nine  State 
employees  participated  in  western  fire  duty  as  members  of  Green 
Mountain  crews.
